At last it seem- 
ed to get a piece that suited, and hold- 
ing. it m the trunk firmly, and step- 
ping the left foreleg well forward, 
passed the piece of bamboo under 
the arm-pit, so to speak, and be- 
gan to scratch with some force.

The adjourned meeting of the So-|" §. 
ciety forthe Promotion of “Manufac- 
tures was held last evening at Union 
Hall. The committee made a report 
that no plan of organization had 
been prepared on account of the 
difference of opinion with reference | iz°d 
to which is the best to organize,| 4,; 
a Society for the Promotion of | to 
Manufactures, or a Board of Trade. 
Ex-Gov. Downey remarked that the 


‘unrivalled location of Los Angeles, its 


railroads and habor facilities, the mag- 


nificent country subservient to it, and 
the fact that the Chamber of Com- 
merce was in existence merely in name 


justified the organization of the Board 
of Trade, which would cover manufac- 
tures and all other public interests if 


the business men united in vi 
action; that Los Angeles certainly 
sesses ‘the mecessary elernent for the 
successful operation of an active, 
enterprising Board of Trade. BE. 
Edwards and R. R. Haines favored the 
establishment of a society for the pro- 
motion of manufacture as being the 
most important at the nt time. 
Mr. A. E. Pomeroy, formerly secre- 
tary of the society for the promotion 
of manufactures in San Jose, was called 
on to explain the nature of that asso- 
ciation. Mr. Pomeroy remarked that 
the first work done by _ the 
society was the collection of in- 
formation with reference to the 
advantages offered by San Jose as a 
manufacturing center, with the result 
of a thorough awakening on “* part 
of the citizens generally to a 
realization of their advantages in MD that 
respect; that great goud has been ac- 
complished through the efforts of the 
society, and a book has been published 
recently under the auspices of the so- 
ciety for general distribution giving 
full information regarding the class of 
manufacturing industries that can be 
operated in Sun Jose to advantage. He 
believed that such a society would be 
of great benefit to Los Angeles, inas- 
much as we have far greater advan- 


rous 


‘tages as a manufaeturing point than 
San J 


ose. 

B. F. Coulter favored a society for 
the promotion of manufactures—that 
it was the one great thing needed here 
for years past in order to develop our 
ad vantages. 

After a very interesting informal 
talk with reference to the frnit pack- 
ing business and its possible develop- 
ment into an immense and _ profitable 
business, Mr. Ward, of the firm of 
Hambrook & Ward, was called upon 
to give his views regarding the furniture 
manufacturing business. Mr. Ward 
remarked that they had been estab- 
lished here six mouths, commenced 
Wusiness at the urgent request of the 
furniture dealers, who do not patron- 
ize them to the extent they might; 
that the amount of furniture which 
the dealers handle, of the kinds which 
Hambrook & Ward partially supply, 
would enable them to employ three 
times the number of hands, and not 
having a sufficient demand to justify 
them in purchasing larger quantities 
and to better advantage, they are not 
progressing as ra,idly as they expect- 
ed. A society such as is contemplated 
will doubtless awake public sentiment 
in favor of sustaining home manufac- 
turing industries and compel dealers 
to give chem the preference. 

J. M. Davies then read the following 
. vr, the result of- his observations 

inquiries among manufacturers: 
“Having closely observed the pons 
derived from systematic encou 
ment of manufactures in many cities, 
notably Minneapolis, St. Paul, Des 
Moines and Omaha, I have been for 
many years a strong and persistent ad- 
vocate of manufacturing industries as 
one of the best means of developing 
communities. 

The history of New England during 
the past twenty-five years, where, 
through the aid of manufacto- 
ries, small villages have developed into 
large cities, und the history also of in- 
dividual cities throughout the Union, 
demonstrates that systematic encour- 
ugement of manufacturing industries 
promotes the growth of towns and cities | 
wherever located. 

During two years residence in this 
city I have repeatedly visited every 
manufac in operation here, and 
written a description of each to the 
best of my ability. The result of my 
observation and inquiries justifies the 
assertion that Los Angeles is sadly de- 
ficient in the manufactaring industries 
~_ could be successfully operated 

ere. 

Every manufacturer in this city in- 
terviewed on the subject readily con- 
ceded that three or four more manufac- 
turing institutions of each kind alregd 
in operation would materially aid 
them and the city at large, because it 
would give Los Angeles reputation 
of being a manufacturing center, and 
thus attract customers that now go 
elsewhere. 

Leaving aside the industries already 
represented here, however, over fifty 
industries not yet repre 
sented could be safely operated in las 
tag among which are the follow- 
in Oil refineries, smelting works, 
rol ing mills, nail works, barbed wire 
fence factories, stove works, cornice 
factories, cutlery, glass and white lead 
works, coffin factories, wooden ware, 
paper and box factories, tanneries, ink, 
match and candle factories, cream tar- 
tar works, linseed, castor, neatsfoot 
and oil factories, cotton mills, cheese, 
cracker, starch and glucose factories, 
sugar refineries, silk, carpet and oil 
cloth factories, clothing, boot and 
shoe, hat and cap and glove factories, 
and with a soil around us well adapted 
for raising flax, hemp and jute-rope 
factories. 

Three important reasons can be given 
— society should be organized. 

rst.— Mechanics, factory operatives 
and laborers are constantly arriving 
here with the view of remaining per- 
manently,.but owing to the lack of 
permanent employment a large pro- 
portion of them do not remain, where- 
as, the establishment Of manufacturing 
industries commensurate with the 
city’s natural advantages, 
furnish the employment necessary to 
retain them, and thus build up the city 
more rapidly and permanently.

THE DEADLY OIL CAN. 


How to Prevent Accidents from 
- Kindling Fires with Oil. 
Eprtor We have been pained 
te read, as you no doubt have been 
pained to chronicle, the occurrence of 
another of those frightful accidents, if 
not deaths, by the explosion of an oil 
can. Since it is a fact that the human 


race has become confirmed in the habit 
of kindling fires with kerosene, it is 
utterly useless to caution them against 
doing so, for ‘‘when they will, they will.’’ 
Therefore, would it not be better, 
instead of wasting our time in caution 
against the use of kerosene to give a 
little advice, which if followed, will 
allow the free use of it in fires, 
and at the same time completely pre- 
vent any possibility of an accident. 
And‘this is the advice, all contained in 
four words, ‘‘Use an open vesvel,’’ such 
asa tea-cup, or better still, a saucer. 
The reason for this is obvious and the 
explanation simple, when we come to 
consider that the cause for any explosion 
is the sudden bursting forth of confined 
gases. Therefore, if the vessel used be 
an open oue, there can be no explosion, 
and if the oil should take fire, the fire 
would be confined to the vessel holding 
the oil, and no damage to person or 
property would occur. Another reason 
for using a cup or saucer is that you 
then know how much oil is used, and 
always use the same quantity, while 
uring from the can a great deal of oil 
is wasted by pouring out more than is 
really necessary. Two tabl nfuls 
is enough to kindle any fire. am sat- 
isfied that if this advice were Leta 
you would never again have to chronicle 
an accident from the use of kerosene in 
kindling fires, whereas the probability 
is that for every day in the year the 
— oil can will claim at least one 
victim E. A. Epwarps.
